The release of William Short, held 
at the county jail since July 31 in 
connection with a murder investiga- 
tion, was a matter of hours Thurs- 
day morning. 

District Attorney Henry S. Lyon 
indicated about 11 o’clock in the 
morning that before the day is out 
Short will have been released, his 
record cleared of any suspicion of 
connection with the year-old mur« 
der of Frank Ernst. 


He said he would ask Justice of 
the T.F.Peace Lewis, at a prelim- 
inary hearing, to dismiss the charges 
and release Short. 

Short was jailed July 31 by Sher- 
iff George M. Smith following a far- 
flung year-long search after William 
Frederick Brower had given state- 
ments implicating Short im the 
slaying of Ernst. It will be recalled 
that Brower pleaded guilty to sec- 
ond degree murder in the case and 
was sentenced to San Quentin, 

Questioned following his arrest, 
Short cla’.ned an alibi for his 
whereabr its at the time Ernst was 
slain, 9 1d when Short was taken to 
San ‘guentin by officers who there 
quer .ioned him and also Brower, the 


la’ cer changed his story and would | 


y,.0t re-affirm the same story he 
had told the Grand Jury. 
Meanwhile, an_ investi gation 


brought substantiation of Short’s | 


alibi, and on Wednesday of this week 
Sheriff Smith was at San Quentin

alone committed the crime.
